Accused in 


sex assault 


gets bail 


Profile. Fellow 
employee at long-term 
care facility describes 
accused as 'nice guy, 
nothing unusual — he 
wasn’t a loner’ 


A 25-year-old health-care aide 
facing three sexual-assault 
charges was granted bail at his 
court appearance Thursday. 

Brandon William Harper 
was a nurse’s aide at the Good 
Samaritan Society Dr. Gerald 
Zetter Care Centre from 2008 
to 2012, where he is alleged 


to have sexually assaulted a 
33-year-old severely disabled 
patient and another unknown 
male patient (who has since 
died) during 2011 and 2012. 

In a statement, Val Sorby, 
regional director of operations 
with the Good Samaritan Soci¬ 
ety, said: “We are as shocked as 
eveiyone else. The employee 
involved was immediately re¬ 
moved from his position. The 
Good Samaritan Society takes 
this veiy seriously and ... we 
will be conducting our own in¬ 
ternal investigation.” 

A licensed practical nurse 
(LPN) who has worked at the 
south Edmonton facility for 
20 years and did not want his 


name used said this is the best 
job he’s ever had, and he’s 
never seen any trouble at the 
centre over the years. 

“No one seemed to know 
anything about it, and we’re 
not talking about it inside now, 
but it’s shocking,” said the 
LPN. “I knew this guy — he 
seemed nice enough — never 
any trouble.” 

The nurse said that, like 
the accused, he works with 
severely disabled people with 
dementia or chronic physical 
issues that make them wheel¬ 
chair-bound. 

None of the allegations 
have been proved in court.

Accused in Hub 
Mall armoured 
car shooting has 
case put over 

An Alberta man accused 
in the shooting deaths of 
three fellow armoured car 
guards is next to appear 
in court Aug. 16. 

Neither Travis Baum¬ 
gartner nor his lawyer 
appeared when his case 
came up briefly in an Ed¬ 
monton court Thursday. 

Baumgartner, 21, is 
charged with first-degree 
murder, attempted mur¬ 
der and robbery with a 
firearm. 

Police say he was one 
of five armed guards load¬ 
ing a bank machine at the 
University of Alberta on 
June 15 when shots rang 
out. 

Brian Ilesic, 35, Eddie 
Rejano, 39, and Michelle 
Shegelslci, 26, died at the 
scene. 

Another guard, Mat¬ 
thew Schuman, is recover¬ 
ing in hospital from bullet 
wounds to the head. 

They were all employ¬ 
ees of G4S Canada. 

Baumgartner was 
arrested a day later as he 
tried to cross the Canada- 
U.S. border with $334,000 
in a backpack. 

Soon after the shoot¬ 
ing, police said Baumgart¬ 
ner was a person of inter¬ 
est, but they upgraded 
that to a suspect when 
they issued a warrant for 
his arrest hours later. 

About 500 people at¬ 
tended a private memor¬ 
ial in Edmonton on June 
24 for the victims.

The WikiLeaks database 
comprises 2,434,899 emails 
from 680 domains, the site 
said. 

Seven news organizations 
that partnered with WikiLeaks 
began publishing stories based 
on data they analyzed, includ¬ 
ing L’Espresso, Publico and 
Al-Akhbar. The Finmeccanica 
story dominated their accounts.

A combination of faulty sensors 
and mistakes by inadequately 
trained pilots caused an Air 
France jet to plunge into the 
Atlantic Ocean in 2009, killing 
all 228 people aboard in the 
airline’s deadliest crash ever, 
French investigators with the 
Bureau for Investigations and 
Analysis said Thursday. 

Airbus, the plane’s manufac¬ 
turer, said in a statement that it 
is working to improve speed 
sensors and making other ef¬ 
forts to avoid future accidents. 


Air France insisted the pilots 
“acted in line with the informa¬ 
tion provided by the cockpit 
instruments and systems... The 
reading of the various data did 
not enable them to apply the 
appropriate action.” 

The bureau’s analysis lists 
a combination of “human and 
technical factors” behind the 
crash. The plane flying from 
Rio de Janeiro to Paris slammed 
into the sea during a nighttime 
thunderstorm on June 1, 2009.

Malware 
could knock 
you offline 

Hie warnings about the prob¬ 
lem have been splashed across 
Facebook and Google. Internet 
service providers have sent 
notices, and the FBI set up a 
special website. But hundreds 
of thousands of people may 
still lose their Internet service 
Monday unless they do a check 
of their computers for malware 
that could have taken over their 
machines more than a year ago. 

Despite repeated alerts, the 
number of computers that are 
likely infected is more than 
277,000 worldwide, down 
from about 360,000 in April. 

Users whose computers 
are still infected Monday 
will lose their ability to go 
online, and they will have to 
call their service providers 
for help deleting the malware 
and reconnecting to the Inter¬ 
net.

Volcanic eruptions can cool climate: Research 



In May, the Popocatepetl volcano in the Mexican state of Puebla had a small 
— perhaps beneficial — eruption, chema alvarez/the associated press 


An international team led by 
University of Saskatchewan 
researchers says small vol¬ 
canic eruptions could cool 
the climate. 

The team says aerosols — 
minute droplets of sulphuric 
acid — from relatively small 
volcanic bursts can be shot 
into the high atmosphere 
by weather systems such as 
monsoons. 

“If an aerosol is in the low¬ 
er atmosphere, it’s affected 
by the weather and it precipi¬ 
tates back down right away,” 
lead researcher Adam Bou- 
rassa, who is with the univer¬ 
sity’s Institute of Space and 
Atmospheric Studies, said in 


a news release Thursday. 

“Once it reaches the 
stratosphere, it can persist 
for years, and with that kind 
of a sustained lifetime, it can 
really have a lasting effect.” 

The result, he said, is the 
scattering of incoming sun¬ 
light and the potential to cool 
the Earth’s surface. 

Bourassa said that until now 
it was thought that a massive 
eruption was needed to inject 
aerosols past the troposphere, 
the turbulent atmospheric 
layer closest to the Earth, into 
the stable layers of the strato¬ 
sphere higher up. 

Researchers noted that the 
massive eruption of Mount 


Pinatubo in the Philippines 
in 1991 temporarily dropped 
temperatures by half a degree 
Celsius worldwide. 

The team, including sci¬ 
entists from Rutgers Uni¬ 
versity in New Jersey, the 
National Center for Atmos¬ 
pheric Research in Colorado 
and the University of Wyo¬ 
ming, looked at the June 2011 
eruption of the Nabro volcano 
in Eritrea in northeast Africa. 

The researchers found that 
wind carried the volcanic gas 
and the droplets of sulphuric 
acid into the path of the an¬ 
nual Asian summer monsoon. 

Dust from the Nabro vol¬ 
cano, being slightly heavier, 


settled out. But the monsoon 
lofted volcanic gas and the 
lighter liquid droplets into 
the stratosphere where they 
were detected by the Can¬ 
adian Space Agency’s OSIRIS 
instrument aboard the Swed¬ 
ish satellite Odin. The Nabro 
volcano caused the largest 
stratospheric aerosol load 
ever recorded by OSIRIS in its 
more than 10 years of flight. 

Researchers say they hope 
the findings will allow more 
accurate models of climate 
behaviour and change. 

The findings from the re¬ 
search appear in Friday’s issue 
of the journal Science.

The wife of a Canadian citizen 
who is serving a life sentence 
in China for speaking out on 
behalf of the countiy’s Uighur 
minority says the Canadian 
government has all but forgot¬ 
ten about him. 

Kamila Telendibaeva says 
her husband, Huseyin Celil, a 
refugee from China’s troubled 
Xinjiang region, has been pun¬ 
ished because he spoke out 
about the democratic and re¬ 
ligious rights for the Muslim 
minority group. 

Human rights activists say 
Beijing considers anyone in 
the Uighur community who 
attempts to promote their cul¬ 
ture or religious values, or who 
speaks out about greater au¬ 
tonomy for the Uighur people, 
a terrorist. 

Junior foreign affairs min¬ 
ister Diane Ablonczy says her

department was engaged in 
Celil’s case but admits diplo¬ 
matic hurdles complicated the 
government’s attempt to push 
for his release. 

Celil escaped from China 
in 1994 when the terrorism 
charges first surfaced. In 2006, 
while visiting his wife’s family 
in Uzbekistan, Celil was de¬ 
tained by Uzbek police and 
deported to China without the 
consent of the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment. 

Members of the Uighur 
community gathered outside 
the Chinese consulate in To¬ 
ronto on Thursday to mark the 
third anniversary of the deadly 
2009 riots. 

Attending the rally was im¬ 
portant for a 19-year-old Uighur 


refugee seeking political asy¬ 
lum in Canada. She said her 
brother was arrested during the 
riots and several of her class¬ 
mates disappeared. 

“That’s why I’ve come here, 
because they could not say any¬ 
thing,” said Miyesser, who did 
not want her last name used for 
fear her political activism could 
put the lives of her family, who 
are still in China, at risk. 

“This is a free country and 
maybe I can make their words 


heard,” she said through a 
translator. 

Celil’s wife said it’s been 
months since she last received 
an update on her husband’s 
case from the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment. 

“I’m frustrated,” Telendi¬ 
baeva told The Canadian Press. 
“I didn’t receive anything from 
the Foreign Affairs Department 
and I didn’t get any informa¬ 
tion from the Chinese author¬ 
ities.” THE CANADIAN PRESS 


No. Korean-reunification 
activist arrested after 
three-month stint in North 


A South Korean activist was 
arrested as soon as he set 
foot on home soil Thursday, 
resisting police in a stunt 
of defiance after an un¬ 
approved, three-month stay 
in the North. 

Turning around to face 
crowds of cheering North 
Koreans before stepping 
over the line, No Su-hui 
raised his arms and shouted 
“Long live reunification,” a 
white unified-Korea flag in 
his right hand and a bou¬ 
quet of flowers in his left. 
Behind him on the South 
Korean side, soldiers stood 
in taekwondo poses, their 
eyes concealed behind dark 
sunglasses. 

The stunt by No, 68, was 
designed to draw attention 
to the division of the Ko¬ 
rean Peninsula. He had gone 
to Pyongyang from China in 
March even though South 
Koreans are prohibited 
from travelling to North 
Korea without government 
approval. 

’’The conservative forces 
are saying they will put me 
on trial, but I will judge 
them,” No said. 

“Please watch and see 
what will happen.” 

No, who is vice-chairman 
of South Korea’s Pan-Alli¬ 
ance for Korea’s Reunifica-

tion, was dressed in a grey 
suit and white tie, with a 
pin of unified Korea on his 
jacket. 

His pointed decision 
to cross back through the 
truce village of Panmunjom 
was a highly symbolic move 
to draw attention to his 
cause. Most tourists must 
enter and exit North Korea 
via China.

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Judge grants Zimmerman 
bond again, but now at $1M

The U.S. neighbourhood-watch 
volunteer who killed an un¬ 
armed black teenager can be 
released from jail on a $1 mil¬ 
lion US bond to await trial in a 
case that provoked protests, a 
judge ruled Thursday. 

Circuit Judge Kenneth Les¬ 
ter granted bond to George 
Zimmerman for a second 
time. The judge had revoked 
Zimmerman’s $150,000 bond 
last month after prosecutors 
said Zimmerman and his wife 
misled the court about how 
much money they had. 

“It is entirely reasonable 
for this court to find that, 
but for the requirement that 
he be placed on electronic 
monitoring, the defendant 
and his wife would have fled 
the United States with at least 
$130,000 of other people’s 
money,” Lester wrote. 

Prosecutors said a web¬ 
site Zimmerman created for 
his legal defence had raised 
$135,000 at the time of his 
first bond hearing in April. 
Zimmerman and his wife did 
not mention the money then. 

Zimmerman has been 
charged with second-degree 


murder for fatally shooting 
17-year-old Trayvon Martin on 
Feb. 26 in a Florida commun¬ 
ity. Zimmerman has pleaded 
not guilty and claims the shoot¬ 
ing was self-defence under the 
state’s “stand your ground” law. 

Martin’s supporters claim 
that he was targeted because 
he was black and that Zimmer¬ 
man started the confrontation. 
Zimmerman’s father is white 
and his mother is Hispanic. 

The judge expressed his 
unhappiness with Zimmer¬ 
man and said his actions 


suggest a possibility that he 
was preparing to flee to avoid 
prosecution. 

“Under any definition, the 
defendant has flaunted the 
system,” Lester wrote in the 
order. 

Lester said he was grant¬ 
ing bond because Zimmer¬ 
man posed no threat to the 
community, and Florida law 
requires that most defend¬ 
ants receive bond if they pose 
no threat and can assure their 
presence for trial. The judge’s 
order requires Zimmerman to 


be electronically monitored, 
prohibits him from opening 
a bank account or obtaining 
a passport and implements a 
6 p.m. to 6 a.m. curfew. Zim¬ 
merman had been allowed to 
leave Florida under the condi¬ 
tions of his first bond release. 

Zimmerman’s attorney 
Mark O’Mara has questioned 
why his client is in jail at all, 
arguing that Martin’s actions 
led to his own death. O’Mara 
did not immediately return a 
phone message Thursday.

Box office. Fickle 
fair-weather audiences 
agree on the Marvel 
Comics mashup, which 
accounts for one-third 
of summer revenues 


The audiences are prov¬ 
ing far more unpredictable 
than the movies Hollywood 
has created to pack them 
into theatres this summer. 

Studios have released a 
familiar assortment of ac¬ 
tion tales, family flicks and 
star-driven comedies since 
the summer-blockbuster sea¬ 
son began in early May. Yet 
while overall business has 
been solid, fans have been 
choosier than usual, spend¬ 
ing a fortune on one super¬ 
hero sensation, kicking in 
for a handful of midline 
hits and generally bypassing 
everything else. 

Movies featuring box- 
office heavyweights John¬ 
ny Depp (Dark Shadows), 


Tom Cruise (Rock of Ages) 
and Adam Sandler (That’s 
My Boy) fell flat, as did 
the action spectacle Battle¬ 
ship. 

Will Smith and Tommy 
Lee Jones pulled in fair 
crowds for Men in Black 3, 
though the action comedy 
played to a smaller audi¬ 
ence than its predecessors. 
The animated tales Mada¬ 
gascar 3: Europe’s Most 
Wanted and Brave joined 
the action adventures Snow 
White & the Huntsman and 
Prometheus as $100 million 
hits. 

But nearing its midpoint, 
a summer that looked like 
an easy record-breaker at the 
start really can be summed 
up in two words: The 
Avengers. 

With $600 million do¬ 
mestically, the Marvel 
Comics superhero mashup 
accounts for a third of 
Hollywood’s summer rev¬ 
enues, taking in more than 
the rest of the season’s top- 
five movies combined.

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Oliver Stone’s favourite femmes 

Filmmaker shares his picks for the strongest female characters in film history

Some of Oliver Stone’s 
best-known and most-cele¬ 
brated films — including 
Platoon, Wall Street, and 
Born on the Fourth of July 
— focus on complicated 
men. 

But his latest, the vio¬ 
lent drug thriller Savages, 
has a couple of formid¬ 
able females at its centre: 
Salma Hayek as the styl¬ 
ish, ruthless leader of a 
Mexican drug cartel and 
Blake Lively as an Orange 
County princess who must 
find a resourcefulness she 
never knew she had. 

In that spirit, Stone was 
kind enough to pick five of 
his favourite examples of 
strong women throughout 
film history. Here he is, in 
his own words: 

To begin with, that is 
quite a reduction from 
the dozens of screen roles 
that are still living in my 
memory, including the 
evil queen/witch in the 
original Snow White and 
the Seven Dwarfs (1937) 
that truly affected me. I 
thought Charlize Theron 
was terrific in the latest 
version and chilled me to 
the bone. Nor can I forget, 
for that matter, Cruella De 
Vil. 

In these selections, 
I’m going to exclude 
every movie that Meryl 
Streep has ever done, 
because whatever she 
does rivets my attention. 



Marlene Dietrich 
in Dishonored 

In a larger-than-life 
fashion, I would like to 
cite Marlene Dietrich 
in several roles, but 
particularly for one of her 
first roles with Josef von 
Sternberg in Dishonored 
(1931). She plays a with¬ 
ering Mata Hari opposite 
several men, among them 
her nemesis — Victor 
McLaglen (of all people!) 
in an early role as the 
Russian spymaster who 
figures out her act. It is 
essentially Dietrich’s long 
looks, even more than 
her dialogue, that make 
the point. She talks with 
her eyes, undresses men 
and makes them give her 
what she wants. A portrait 
for all time. 



Marlene Dietrich 
in The Scarlet 
Empress 

In the same vein, Dietrich 
again for her role as a 
young Catherine the Great 
in von Sternberg’s The 
Scarlet Empress (1934). 
This is a masterpiece of 
Sternberg’s excess and 
also Dietrich’s power. In 
the origins of the movie, 
unlike Mata Hari, she is 
a rather pristine, almost 
elegant young maiden 
sent off on an arranged 
marriage to a madman. 

As the movie goes into its 
extremes (with a surpris¬ 
ing Sam Jaffe as the mad 
emperor), she grows into 
a true empress, and ultim¬ 
ately destroys him. 



Faye Dunaway 
in Network 


Faye Dunaway in Network 
(1976) is certainly one of 
the coldest bitches of all 
time, but is hilarious to 
watch in her mannerisms, 
Paddy Chayefsky’s dialogue, 
and her cool toying with 
William Holden’s love and 
marriage. I thought Dun¬ 
away was equally effective 
in Mommie Dearest (1981). 
She was a better Joan 
Crawford than even Joan 
Crawford. That film rips me 
up. Dunaway was priceless 
because she was not look¬ 
ing to gain the audience’s 
love or sympathy in any 
way. Actually, it works that 
way better. I don’t think 
that a lot of the actresses 
today have the guts to ap¬ 
proach a role the way she 
did, except for Theron in 
some of her recent efforts. 



Joan Crawford in 
Mildred Pierce 


I know I’m leaning toward 
excess, but if you want a 
little bit of heart in this 
thing, I would point to 
Crawford herself in the 
great melodrama Michael 
Curtiz directed, Mildred 
Pierce (1945), which I 
equate with that dark, 
post-war period. Crawford 
is unbelievably good, and 
won the Oscar opposite 
Zachary Scott and Jack 
Carson as a woman deter¬ 
mined to provide a better 
life for her daughter. Un¬ 
fortunately, the daughter 
turns out to be a rotten 
apple. In the same vein, 
let’s not forget Barbara 
Stanwyck in Stella Dal¬ 
las (1937), or in Double 
Indemnity (1944) and a 
dozen other roles. 



Hailee 
Steinfeldin 
True Grit 

To go in a completely 
different direction, 
Hailee Steinfeld in True 
Grit (2010). She plays a 
14-year-old girl with a 
great moral centre and 
moves mountains in 
her quest. She grows 
into the heart and soul 
of a wonderful movie 
by the Coen broth¬ 
ers, who have also 
compiled a long list 
of wonderful female 
heroines.

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Ballet lovers dancing for joy as their 
beloved art hits the mainstream 



Tutu trend. What 
started with the film 
Black Swan has turned 
into a series of TV 
shows and sold-out 
ballet performances 


“I’m really digging it,” says 
Ronnie Underwood, a buff, tat¬ 
tooed motorcycle enthusiast, 
auto racer and former football 
player who also happens to be 
a ballet dancer. 

Oh, and a reality show star. 
Underwood, 30, is one of the 
main characters on Breaking 
Pointe, the CW series about the 
lives and loves, trials and tribu¬ 
lations of the dancers at Ballet 
West, a highly regarded com¬ 
pany in Salt Lake City. 

The season comes to a finale 
next week, and suspense is 
high: Will Ronnie, Rex, Christi¬ 
ana and Allison be ready for 
their close-up? Or will opening- 
night jitters, not to mention 
relationship issues, derail their 
hard work? But we digress. 


What Underwood is “digging” 
is the broader fact that bal¬ 
let, often relegated to a dusty, 
forgotten shelf in the current 
culture, seems to be having its 
moment in the sun. 

Besides Breaking Pointe, 
there’s the ABC Family show 
Bunheads, starring the Tony- 
winning actress Sutton Foster 
(the title is dance-speak for 
ballerinas, a reference to their 
neatly coiled hairdos). And 
hugely popular dance-compe¬ 
tition shows like Dancing with 
the Stars have featured guest 
turns by ballet dancers like 
Jose Manuel Carreno, recently 
retired from American Ballet 
Theatre, and the ballerina Tiler 
Peck of New York City Ballet. 

There’s also a popular docu¬ 
mentary film gamering praise, 
First Position, which tracks 
young dancers in a global com¬ 
petition. But it’s a much more 
famous 2010 film that gets 
much of the credit for start¬ 
ing the ballet mini-craze: Dar¬ 
ren Aronofsky’s cool and edgy 
Black Swan, which starred 
Natalie Portman and brought 
a whole new vibe to that stuffy 


classic, Swan Lake. 

“Black Swan really did bring 
ballet into the mainstream pop 


culture consciousness in a way 
it hadn’t been for a while — 
and that was great for us in the 


ballet world,” says Rob Daniels, 
managing director at New York 
City Ballet, the associated press

“And it definitely felt

Leonard Cohen has been 
enjoying such a charmed 
year musically that it’s 
hard to imagine how 
even the masterfully 
morose poet could 
locate a downside in 
2012. 

His first album in more 
than seven years, Old Ideas, 
became his first to top the 
charts in Canada en route to 
platinum sales, and caused 
critics to collectively lose 
their breath. Meanwhile, the 
77-year-old Montreal-born 
singer won the prestigious 
Glenn Gould Prize and the 
inaugural PEN song¬ 
writing prize while 
charting an ambi¬ 
tious globe-span¬ 
ning tour for the 
second half of the 
year. 

Well, it’s been a 
heady year for Leon¬ 
ard’s son, Adam, as 
well. The 39-year- 
old also released an 
album after a seven- 
year-plus layoff of his 
own, and the musical 
reinvention Like a 
Man is his most 
acclaimed work 
to date. In the 
coming weeks, 
he’ll open for 
the likes of Bob 
Dylan, Norah 
Jones and Rufus 
Wainwright. 

But his own 
success aside, 
he’s enjoying his 
father’s renais¬ 
sance as much as 


anyone. 

“I do think it’s a coinci¬ 
dence, but at the same time, 
I also know that to be in his 
wake is a delicious and satis¬ 
fying occurrence,” says the 
younger Cohen in a tele¬ 
phone inter¬ 
view this week 


from Montreal, where he’s in 
rehearsals. 

“I’ve often said that what 
I think is the distinguishing 
trait with my father is that he 
remains to me pertinent and 
anything but a nostalgia act. 
It gives me great pleasure to 
bear witness.”

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In fact, it was his father 
who in part inspired Adam 
Cohen’s late-career left-turn. 

He issued his self-titled 
debut back in 1998, and in 
2004 followed with a French- 
language album, as well as a 
disc as frontman of the alt- 
rock outfit Low Millions. 

None of the records gained 
much traction, and he’s now 
quick to question his own art¬ 
istic priorities during those 
fledgling stages of his career. 

“I was so preoccupied with 
trying to play in the high¬ 
est ranks of pop music,” he 
says. “My esthetic goals were 
tight jeans, four chords and 
sex, drugs and rock ’n’ roll. I 
wasn’t focused on the art.” 

Eventually, things started 
t o seem dire. He 
con- templated quit¬ 
ting music alto¬ 
gether. 

“I thought that 
I had basically 
tried and failed, 
and that I was al¬ 
ready on the outs,” 
he says. “When 
you’re relegated to 
scoring porno flicks, 
writing for others, 
pitching for movies 
and commercials, a 
certain reality does 
dawn on you.” 

The whole time he 
had the songs that 
comprise Like a Man 
in his back pocket. 
He’d been hesitant to 
record them — in 
part because 
of how closely 
they hewed to 
his dad’s clas¬ 
sic work — a 
mistake he 
now considers 
tragic.” 

So what 
changed his 
mind? When 



he became a father himself, 
he began to reconcile his re¬ 
lationship to his own dad’s 
music, or as he puts it, the 
“family business.” Afraid of 
the perception of nepotism, 
he had always shunned those 
influences that would inevit¬ 
ably creep into his music. 

Now, the intimate, spare 
Like a Man invites those com¬ 
parisons. 

“This record is a claiming 


of an identity, an embrace 
and a declaration of belong¬ 
ing,” he says. “And also, it’s a 
coming of age record. It’s rec¬ 
onciling where I’ve been with 
where I want to be. 

“I thought carving out a 
path for myself meant out¬ 
side of the family farm,” he 
adds. 

“I found my place is much 
more true within it.”

I spent an ungodly amount 
of time researching music 
for The Secret Music of Rock 
(my weekly radio show) and 
a museum exhibit due to 
open in Kansas City this fall. 
I continually uncover some 
pretty wacky things that I 
feel duty-bound to report 
to you. I swear that none of 
this is made up. 

• It’s estimated that 
around the world, 5,000 
people make a full-time 


living from The Beatles. This 
not only includes people at 
their record label, their pub¬ 
lishing company and their 
various offices, but writers, 
researchers, collectors and 
various other full-time Beat¬ 
les experts. 

• Your dog thinks your 
music is noise. Because they 
perceive sound differently 
than we do (it has to do 
with their hearing abil¬ 
ity, frequencies of their 
vocalizations and their 
resting heartbeat), dogs can’t 
perceive music the way we 
do. Cats, on the other hand, 
have a certain appreciation 
for songs that have a fast 
beat and plenty of high 
notes. However, studies have 
proven that both dogs and 
cats become agitated by 
heavy metal. 

• One of the most 
expensive gramophones 


ever produced was called an 
auxetophone, which ampli¬ 
fied music by means of a 
convoluted compressed air 
system. (Electronic amplifi¬ 
cation was still 20 years in 
the future.) When it went on 
sale in 1906, it sold for $500, 
the equivalent of more than 
$12,000 today. 

• Ramones drummer 
Marky Ramone has his own 
brand of marinara sauce.

Music. Want to 
write a chart-topping 
country tune? 
Acclaimed Canadian 
songwriter tells how 


If songs are like children to 
professional hit-makers, Can¬ 
adian Gordie Sampson is one 
watchful dad. 

The 40-year-old from Big 
Pond, N.S., has penned two 
chart-topping smash singles 
for Carrie Underwood while 
also dashing off songs for the 
likes of Keith Urban, Miranda 
Lambert, Blake Shelton, Mar¬ 
tina McBride and LeAnn Rimes. 

The Grammy winner es¬ 
timates that he demos about 
75 songs a year, so surely it’s 
difficult to keep tabs on all his 
musical offspring? 

“God no, you’re glued to 
the (chart),” the personable 
Sampson said down the line 
from the East Coast this week. 
“First thing you do in the mor¬ 
ning before you have your cof¬ 
fee is check the chart and see 
if it went up a point overnight. 

“Not that I’d know, but I 
guess it’s a bit like watching 
your stocks. You’ve got an in¬ 
vestment and one starts to 


take off, and it goes up a point 
one day, and down a point 
the next, and you’re like: ‘Oh 
shoot, is it done? Is it going to 
fall off the chart?’ And the next 
day it jumps up five places. 

“So it’s just this manic de¬ 
pression that lasts 40 weeks 
or so.” 

Of course, Sampson points 
out that for a professional 
songwriter, it’s more lucra¬ 
tive for a song to take its time 
gradually climbing the chart to 
No. 1 — “That’s the dream,” he 
says. 

If that logic surprises you, 
welcome to the world of be¬ 
hind-the-scenes hit crafting. 
This month, Sampson is shar¬ 
ing his insights with hopeful 
songwriters at his third annual 
Songcamp in Cape Breton, 
N.S., culminating in two live 
performances from his pupils 
on July 12 in Ingonish. 

But for those other fans 
whose Stetsons are stuffed to 
the brim with good song ideas, 
Sampson shares the following 
tips for penning a chart-top- 
ping country tune: 

Words are worth the world 

To hear Sampson tell it, no fac¬ 
tor is more critical to a country 
song’s success than its lyrics. 

“The lyric is more import¬ 
ant in a country song than 


most other kinds of music,” he 
said. 

And what’s the key to a 
country turn of phrase that 
gleams as brightly as a cow¬ 
boy’s belt buckle? Keep it sim¬ 
ple, partner. Sampson said that 
it’s important to make sure 
the words are general enough 
so that anyone listening can 
relate. So if a country crooner 
warbles a tune about a “her,” 
Sampson says the lyric should 
work whether the listener 
thinks the pronoun refers to 
his wife, his mother or his dog. 

Teamwork is important 

Sampson says that most of the 
hopeful charges that come 
through his camp are already 
“amazing” songwriters. What 
they tend to struggle with is 
co-writing. 

It’s an important skill, par¬ 
ticularly for professional song¬ 
writers. Sampson guesses that 
he hasn’t written a song alone 
in roughly a decade. 

Repetition is unavoidable 

Did you just realize your newly 
penned masterpiece sounds 
exactly like another tune shuf¬ 
fling up the country charts? 
Don’t panic. It happens to, lit¬ 
erally, the best of them. 

“Country music is three 
chords and the truth,” Samp¬ 


son said. “You have to figure 
that there’s, let’s say, a thou¬ 
sand signed writers in Nash¬ 
ville all writing a song a day 
— that’s 5,000 songs a week ... 
all frying to use the same three 
chords. 

Know when to quit 

Sampson says that in a Nash¬ 
ville songwriting session, it 
tends to take between three 
and four hours to finish writ¬ 
ing a song. 

It can also take days. But 
sometimes the best ideas ger¬ 
minate and bloom quickly. 
Sampson and his team wrote 
Underwood’s Grammy-win¬ 
ning, chart-topping smash 
Jesus, Take the Wheel in less 
than two hours. And knowing 
when it’s time to stop tinker¬ 
ing can be a crucial skill. 

“Sometimes, a song being 
written very quickly can be an 
indication of how great it is 
because the song and the lyric 
ends up being uninhibited — 
the lyric has a freedom to it,” 
he said. 

“Whereas if you sit down 
and pine over a lyric for three 
days, you tend to overwrite 
it in the same way (a painter) 
can put too many colours on a 
picture.... Songs can be sort of 
overpainted.”

Hip-hop is reaching an age 
where more and more of its 
most high-profile practition¬ 
ers never knew a time when 
it did not exist. That’s one 
of the reasons that Ice-T felt 
compelled to make Some¬ 
thing from Nothing: The Art 
of Rap. 

For his directorial debut, 
which opened in select mar¬ 
kets last Friday, he rounded 
up 38 rap legends to docu¬ 
ment an oral history of the 
genre’s birth and growth. 

It feels like this movie 
couldn’t have been made at 
any other time. Most of the 
originators are still alive 
and vibrant, but they’re not 
so entrenched in the game 
that they’re above being 
nostalgic. 

When you get to the point 
where hip-hop is old enough 
that people can look back at 
it and reflect, it’s much bet¬ 
ter than catching it in the 
moment, because when you 
catch an artist in the mo¬ 
ment, there’s no mistakes. 
Everything is right, every¬ 
thing is on point, there’s no 
weakness. I think that when 
you get older, you’ve been 
through it — you have hu¬ 
mility and you can laugh at 
it. At the end of the movie, 
you see all of the RIPs we put 


on there. ... This has been 
around long enough that 
we’ve lost many, many rap¬ 
pers. I wanted to catch this 
now. 

Do you have a lot of old 
rhymes that you’re able 
to laugh at now?

Quentin Tarantino is re¬ 
writing history again with 
his upcoming film, Django 
Unchained. 

After the success of his 
much-lauded World War 
II fiction film Inglouri- 
ous Basterds, Tarantino is 
heading to the Wild West 
and time travelling to the 
years where slavery was 
still legal in America. 

Jaime Foxx is the new 
Samuel L. Jackson — he 
might not have the ca¬ 
dence and the voice, but, 
just from the short clips of 
Foxx brandishing a pistol 
and cracking a whip, you 
know that he is one BAMF. 

Leonardo DiCaprio is the 
new Brad Pitt — but rather 
evil at first. I had to do a 
double-take to make sure 
that Lt. Aldo Raine (played 
by Brad Pitt in Inglourious 
Basterds) wasn’t starring 
in this film. 

Thanks to slight varia¬ 
tions on their facial hair, I 
was able to tell the differ¬ 


ence. 

While both actors had 
to adopt Southern accents 
in their Tarantino appear¬ 
ances, DiCaprio plays a 
smooth villain — which is 
a far cry from Pitt’s bois¬ 
terous war hero.

For all those film buffs 
out there who constantly 


complain that all of Taran¬ 
tino’s films are ripped off 
from somewhere and that 
he never gives the original 
films credit, Django Un¬ 
chained looks to be his nod 
that he recognizes where 
he got his influences from.

For a backyard get-together, 
dessert has got to be easy and 
easygoing. 

And since you’re probably 
making the rest of your meal 
on the grill anyway, why not 
use it to prep dessert, too? 

This dessert pizza is incred¬ 
ibly quick and versatile. Top 
it with whatever sweet treats 
you like, or consider making 
individual ones and having 
a dessert pizza bar so people 
can select their own toppings. 

Be sure to let the pizza 
dough rest at room temper¬ 
ature for about 30 minutes 
before trying to roll it out.

1. Heat a grill to medium- 
high. 

2. Scatter half of the sugar on 
a counter top.

6. Return the crust to the 
baking sheet and immediately 
sprinkle the chocolate bits 
over the top. Wait 1 minute 
to allow the chocolate to melt, 
then use a butter knife or 
silicone spatula to spread the 
melted chocolate evenly over 
the crust. Sprinkle with the 
chopped strawberries and the 
flaked coconut. Enjoy warm.
